In a recent 
interview with a representative of the 
Times of India, Commissioner Booth 
Tucker gave further information with 
respect to the details of the scheme. He 
explained that the Salvation Army had 
at present some 2000 men, women and 
children of certain tribes in the United 
Provinces and in the Punjab under their 
care, To these they were teaching cer- 
tain industries, and though they found 
some of them very difficult to deal with, 
still they were on the whole very pleased 
with the progress made. 
“Tt should be borne in mind,” said the 
commissioner, “that the criminals of 
India differ somewhat from the crim- 
inals of other parts of the world, inas- 
much as they are very highly organized 
and among them crime is looked ypon as 
rabpectable calling. The criminal of 
Europe is an individual. 
tion or an. accident of civilization, but 
he is an individual, and he is not or- 
ganized like the Indian criminals. The 
Indian criminal is born in a caste which 
regards thieving as a respectable occu- 
pation.” He went on to say that the 
criminal tribes contained two classes of 
men, the “would be goods” and tif 
“won't be goods.”

For over a year ‘arrangements 
have, been in progress for the accomplish- 
ment of this great trip, whigh marks the 
first occision on which a qirigible bal- 
loon has crossed the English channel. 
The route followed covered about 220 
miles, and the average speed maintained 
was about 35 miles.an hour. The war 
office dirigible balloon, the Beta, is-about 
half the size of Clement-Bayard_[1., the 
latter being 250 feet long and with a gas 
capacity of 247,000 c. ft. The weather 
Was favorable, and contributed largely 
to Ahe suecess of the journey. Some 
3000 pefsons had assembled to witness 
the arrival of the giant air craft at 
Wormwood Scrubs, and a company of 
tlie [rish guards, together with a force of 
police, were on duty to assistin keeping 
the ground and housing the dirigible.

Heretofore legal residence of Jews haa 
been restricted to that section of the 
Polish province and the Ukraine delim- 
ited by. the original Jewish segregation 
law and known as the “Pale.” 

From time: to time exceptions have 
been made. in the case of scholars and 
Jews engaged in certain professions and 
trades. 

Recently a. campaign was. made to 
drive back within the Pale all Jews who 
were unable to establish 4 legal right 
of residence outside its confines, 

dmperial consent is now given to un- 
reatricted residence of Jews in 12 dis- 
tricts in the provinces of ,Vitebsk, Vol- 
hyria, Mohilav, Poltava ie Kherson, 
s;and, the town of Yokaterinodar, the 
capital of Kuban.

The action of the cabinet resulted 
from petitions of the inhabitants of the 
sale/ newly opened localities who desired the 
admission of Jewish residents as a means 
of improving loca] business conditions.

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IOWA FARM LANDS DECREASE, — 
VALUATION LARGELY INCREASES 


Remarkable Changes Shown in Agricultural Statistics of 
the State in the Past Decade by Census Returns — 


Comparative Summary. 


WASHINGTON—The .census bureau's 
first preliminary comparative statement 
+concerning the general farm data derived 
from the recent census of agriculture, as 
a part of the thirteenth decennial census, 
was issued by Census Director Durand 
today. It relates to the state of lowa 
and contains principally the results of 
the census bureays tabulation of the 
number of al] farms and farms of, speci- 
fied classes, and also gives the acreage 
and value of farm land in the state in 
1910 in comparison with the twelfth 
census figures. It was prepared under 
the supervision of Chief Statistician Le- 
Grand Powers, of the division of agricul- 
ture. It is stated that the tabylation 
totals, while tentative in character, will 
not be appréciably changed by later 
revisions. 

Similar statements concerning the 
other states are being prepared, and 
early issuances of those for Indimna, 
Illinois, Minnesota and Wisconsin may 
be expected. Following these there will 
be others showing the same facts for 
the individual counties within each state. 
Statistics relative to the acreage and 
yield of crops, and the number of domes- 
tic animals on farms and ranges will be 
next in order. 

These advance statements form an- 
other of the important innovations insti. 
tuted by Director Durand in order to 
give the public the earliest possible use 
of the census data, and they antedate, 
by more than six months’ time, the cus- 
tomary publication of these data in 
bulletin form at previous censuses. 

Comparisons between the 1910 and 1900 
totals for lowa show many remarkable 
changes. While there have been notice- 
able decreases since 1900 in the total 
number of farms, farmers, owners, part 
owners, total acreage, improved acreage, 
etc., on the other hand those are greatly 
overshadowed by extraordinary increases 
in the value of land, buildings and imple- 
ments, and in thé expenditures for labor, 
which range from 51 to 122.7 per cent. 

From 1900 to 1010, according to Di- 
rector Durand’s statement, the total 
value of Iowa’s farm land alone rose from 
$1,256,752,000 to $2,799,025,000, an in- 
crease of $1,542,273,000, or no less than 
122.7 per cent; the value of all farms, in- 


from $1,497,555,000 to $3,253,449,000, a 
gam of $1,756,164,000, or 117.3 per cent; 


from $240,803,000 to $4564,694,000, an in- 
crease of $213,391,000, or 88.8 per cent. 
The value of farm implements and ma- 
chinery rose from $57,961,000 to $95,273, 
000, a gdin of $37,312,000, or 644 per 
cent; and expenditures for labor from 
$16,376,000 to $24,732,000, an increase of 
$8,356,000 or 51 per cent. 

It is expected that later data will show 
that the number of people employed on 
the Iowa farms did not increase, therefore 
the reported increase in the total expend- 
itures for labor represents approximately 
the relative increase in the wages of the 
individual farm laborer. 

, lhe total number of farms dropped, 
during the decade, from 228,622, to 216,- 
807, a decrease of 11,815, or a trifle over 
5 per cent. This falling off in the num- 
ber of farms is one that has been antici- 
pated by all students of agricultural con- 
ditions in Iowa, and is believed to corre- 
spond quite closely with dn anticipated | — 
decrease in the rural population of the 


_ state. 


The number of farms operated by 
white farmers decreased from 228,395 to 
216,603, the amount being 11,792, or 5.2 
per cent; while the diminution in the 
number of colored farmers was from 227 
to 204. 

The number of farms cultivated by 
their owners fell from 116,188 to 1065,- 
698, a decrease of 10,490, or 9 per cent. 
Those cultivated by part owners de- 
creased from 28,988 to 26,531, the differ- 
ence being 2457, org8.6 per cent; while 
those reported as being cultivated by a 
partnership of owners and tenants de- 
creased from 2129.to 621, a loss of 1508, 
or 70.8 per cent. 

The farms operated by tenants in- 
creased from 79,736 to 82,039, a gain of 
2303, or 2.9 per cent. There was also 
an increase amounting to 21.3 per cent 
in the number of farms operated Dy hiréd 
managers. In 1900 there were 1581 such 
farms, while in 1910 the number is 1818. 

The farm acreage reported in 1910 is 
33,905,000, as compared with 34,574,000 
in 1900, a decrease of 669,000 acres, or 1.9 
per cent. This decrease, in the opinion 
of the census bureau, probably repre- 
sents a less perfect enumeration of land 
in the several townships owned by peo 
ple residing in other townships, due to 
the change in the census date from June 
1 to April 15. Mueh of this land is in 
pastures and meadows, and fntended for 
lease, but, at the date of the enumera- 
tion in April, it had not been leased for 
1910 and was therefore unoccupied snd 
unreported, 

The improved acreage of farms alao 
decreased, but in smaller proportions 
than the total acreage. The improved 
land reported in 1910 numbered 29,467,-

The expenditure for fertilizers in Towa 
has never been very large, and was 
smaller in 1910 than at the census of 
1900, decreasing from $337,000 in 1900 
to $107,000 in 1910, a drop of 68.2 per 
cent. The census in 1910 secured in- 
formation for the first time relating te 
the amount expended by the farmers for 
the purchase of feed for. live stock, 
which was $18,575,000. 

Of the 216,807 farms in Iowa, there 
were 108,034, or nearly one half, on 
which all the work of cultivating them 
was performed by their owners; while 
the number reporting the expenditures 
or labor, as stated above, was 108.773. 
The majority of the farms purchased no 
feed for live stock; the number that 
made such purchases was 81,269 and the 
number that expended money for fer- 
tilizers only 1746. 

The land reported in farms constitutes 
94.7 per cent of the area recorded by: the 
surveyors of the state. 
The variation between the surveyed 
area and the land reported in farms is 
quite uniform for nearly all the coun- 
ti-:; the farm land reported being in 
most counties between 2 and 6 per cent 
less than the surveyed area.
